From this was deducted £520,636, the ordi- 
nary working expenses being at the rate of 
68.26 ‘per cent., against 60.96 per cont in 
the corresponding half of last year ; £60,- 
781 for renewals, etc., of the permanent way 
and works, Icaving au ayallavie balance of 
£17956. The loss on American currency 
was £7,129, leaving £172,836, against 
$137,708 inthe corresponding half of 1870, 
To this was added £1,118 from the preced~ 
ing half year, making a-total balance of 
£178,454. From this was deducted £17,572 
for the postal and military services, leaving 
£135,855 applicable to the payment of £20,- 
094 for interest on hired cars (for six months) 
£14,995 for interest on lands, loans, deben= 
tures, etc, ; £30,000 for rent of Atlantic and 
51. Lawrence, £11,250 tor rent of Detroit line, 
£11,977 to Montreal and Champlain Rail 
way Company, and £25,000 to the Buffalo 
and Lake Huron, £15,000 interest on the 
Ist equipment Bonds, and £8,115 on the 
2nd Equipment Bonds, leaving a balance of 
818,312 to be carried forward. Comparing 
this year with the corresponding period of 
1870, the gross receipts showed an increase 
ot £71,315, or 10.12 per cent. There was 
an inerease in the passenger receipts of 
£6,318, or 2.40 per cent; but a decrease in 
the receipts from “sundries” of about 
£1,600. The total number of passengers 
carried 764, 376, against 700, 344, and tho 
freight conveyed was 666, 092, against 612, 
959 tons. The aboye increase in the freight 
receipts was due to the through traffic. 

The local traffic, owing to the deficient 
harvest in Canada last year, showed a 
decrease, as compared with the June half- 
year of 1870, of about £55,000. The 
through traffic having been carried during 
the half-year at lower rates than the local 
traffic, there was less profit than would 
otherwise have been earned. The average 
receipts per passenger was 63. against 
63, 6d., and per ton of freight 15s. 5d. 
against 148. 6d. While the average rate 
for goods was higher than during the 
previous year, it was still below the rates 
of the two former years, and the passenger 
rates showed an improvement of 1d, per 
passenger only upon the lowest average 
since 1862, The rates" and fares were 
beyond the control of the executive, and 
when, as’in the present case, a smaller 
proportion than usual of local traffic was 
carried, not only did.the gross revenue of 
the half-year suffer, but the per centage of 
working expenses was’ at the same time 
increased. The high proportion of work- 
ing expenses to gross receipts for the halt- 
year was thus partially accounted for. The 
expenses for the half-year amounted, 1n- 
cluding renewals, to £596,417, 76.86 per 
cent., as against £559,702,or 79.48 per cent. 
of the gross receipts for the corresponding 
half of 1870, The increased expenditare 
in the half year, amounting to £36,715, or 
about 51 per cent. of the increase in the 
gross receipts, was mainly occasioned by 
the extra train mileage run for the addi- 
tional amount of traffic carried. Tlie total 
train miles run were 8,153,981, againet 
2,749,045, showing an increase of 404,936 
miles. The number of miles of permanent 
way relaid during the half-year was 58}. 
These renewals were effected with re-rolled 
iron rails,the English manufacturers having 
failed to forward the steel rails to Capada 
in time to admit of their being placed 
along the line betore the 80th of June. 

The directors were happy to state, how- 
ever, that there would be in the track 
before the close of the present year nearly 
120 miles of steel rails, and should the 
price for old rails continue as high as it 
had been daring the current half year— 
namely £6 118 6d a ton—it would not cost 
more to lay down steel rails than the com- 
pany were now paying for iron rails re- 
rolling at Toronto, Seventy miles of bal-~ 
lasting had been completed during the hull 
year at a cost of £6,250. The recoipta in 
American currency during the half year 
amounted to £370,500, of which £71,885 
was converted joto sterling. The price of 
the premium on gold fluctuated during the 
halt year between 110$ and 118, and the 
loss on conversion was £7,129 agaist 
£7,157. From the 80th June, 1862, to the 
30th of June, 1871, the cost of renewals was 
$1,248,597, and the Ida on American cur~ 
rency £404,881. ‘Tho items charged to 
capital during the halt year were 
fully explained in the accounts, The total 
addition was £1,284,245, of which £1,230, 
000 represented the sburo capttul of the

Governor Archibald and Riel, 


The announcement made ten or twelve 
days ago that the Lieutenant Governor of 
Manitoba held a conference with the rebel 
Riel, was almost too incredible for belief 
and commenting thereupon 
determined to await the arrival of more 
definite Manitoba. Manitoba 
papers received last week had the despatch 
of the Governor thanking the loyal people 
pt Manitoba for responding to his call for 
volunteers, which contained very 
significant passages, and which we feared 
were calculated rather to ipcrease than 
alluy the excitement which existed through- 
out the Dominion, Still there 
direct reference to the rebel Riel, and we 
hoped that the next mail from Red River 
would show that Riel was uot present at 
the conference spoken of, and thus relieve 
Governor Archibald from a good deal ot 
the odium which attached to him, It is 
with deep regret we find these hopes 
dispelled and our worst fears confirmed. 
The despatch to which we allude, and 
which was published in full in the Jntelli- 
gencer of lust week, contained the following

“Meanwhile, the French parishes were 
completing the arrangements which I had 
been assured were in contemplation.

R. H. MoLavontim, 
VOLUNTEERING AMONG THE ENGLISH, 

As soon asthe Governor's proclamation 
was issued calling upon all classes and 
political parties to “rally round the flag,” 
thére was considerable excitement. Some 
criticised it severely, and compared it to 
that of Jeff Davis after the fall ot Rich- 
mond, or Lincoln after Bull Ran. At first 
very littfa reliance could be placed on any 
information coming from the Government, 
but when Mr, McMicken arrived all doubts 
were set aside regarding a projected rising. 
There was a little hesitation amongat those 
known 4s the loyal party before volunteer- 
ing, owing to the insults heaped upon them 
since the advent of Goyernor Archibald and 
hig Government. They remembered that 
the most noted rebels of the winter of 1869 
‘had been placed in authority over them, 
Ope of the most loyal men of the Province 
being usked to volunteer, replied, that “now 
in the hour of difficulty let those rebels whom 
Governor Archibald has been petting, aud 
fattening, and spoon-feeding for the past 
year, fight for hun; that as for him, he | 
endangered his life, lost his property, ruined 
the prospects of his family by his loyalty, 
andjast as soon as Mr. Archibald arrived, 
his situation was wrested from him and 
given over to the leader of his rebel prose 
cutors.” There were a great many such- 
reflections. As soon as the Goverament 
ascertainel that the proclamation was not 


upon whom the preservation of the country 
depended in the hour of trial, they wore 
thrown into a fearful state of excitement, 
not knowing well what to do.

The fifth of November marke the anni-~ 
versary of two prominent events in English 


guopowder treason, and the inauguration of 
the revolution of 1688 by the landing of 
William the IIL. in Torbay. In recent 
years an additional interest has been attach 
ed to the date, from the victory at Inkerman 
over the Russians in the Crimea being gain= 
edon that day in 1854, The originator of 
the gunpowder plot was Robert Catesby, a 
geutleman of ancient family, who at one 
period of his life had become a Protestant, 
but having been reconverted to the Catholic 
religion, had endeavored to atone for his 
apostacy by the fervor of a new zeal. Hav- 
ing resolved in his own mind a project for 
destroying, at one blow, the Kiog, Lords 
and Commons, he communicated it to Thos, 
Winter, a Catholic gentleman ot Worces- 
terabire, who at first expressed great horror, 
but was alterwards induced to co-operate in 
the design. Heit was who procured the 
coadjutorship of the celebrated Guido or 
Guy Fawkes, who was not, as bas some 

times been represented, a low mercenary 
ruffian, but a gentleman of good family, 
actuated by a spirit of ferocious fansticiam.

A Rio Janeiro letter gives the full text 
ol the Brazilian emancipation bill. The 
law frees all slaves’ children born on and 
after September 28th, 1871, but subjects 
them to unpaid service for their labor 
until they attain 21 yearsof age. It will 
effect an annual emancipation of 6,000 to 
10,000 of existing slaves. It allows them 
to acquire property by inheritance or gift, 
but the power to effect savings from the 
result of slaves’ extra work is made depen~ 
dent on the owner's consent—a concession 
to the oppositionist outery. On the other 
hand the bill frees 1,650 national slaves. 
It establishes the right of self-redemy ion 
despite the owner’s resistance, and by the 
principle of free birth confines the existence 
of slavery within the limits of a generation, 
No provision is made for the education of 
the free born children of slaves.

‘that~it had been offered to the venerable 
‘gentleman, we said that we knew of no ap- 
‘pointmfent which would be do generally satia- 
‘factory, and we are truly gratified at finding 
‘that statement go fully borne out by the facts. 
‘The congregation of St. Thomas have recog- 
‘nized the propriety of the appointment and 
‘concurred in jt with a unanimity truly grati- 
fying.” How does the * unanimity ” with 
which Archdeacon Patton's appointment was 
received tally with the result of the Vestry 
meeting on Friday evening? The News must 
have got its intelligence ahead of time, The 
members of the congregation who moved and 
voted for the resolution which passed by such 
a large majority the othpr evening do not, we 
understand, object to the Ven. Archdeacon 
Patton, for whom they haye every respect, 
but there is a principle involved which is of 
far more importance than mere personal con- 
siderations. The Lord Bishop of Ontario, it 
we understand the matter correctly, gave the 
Synod generally to understand that in all 
‘vacancies he would listen respectfully to the 
wishes of the congregation. The congrega- 
tion of St. Thomas, therefore, had a meeting 
at which their wishes were conyeyed to His 
Lordship, 

In this connection we regret that our re- 
porter fell into an error respecting the position 
of the Bishop and Synod, and cordially give 
place to the following from F, McAnnany 
Esq,, Lay Delegate : 4 

To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

In your introductory remarks in giving an 
account of the Vestry meoting at St. Thomas, 
Church, you have fallen into some errors, 
which you will please allow me to correct— 
No agreement was entered into by the Bishop 
and the Synod at any time, that he (the 
Bishop), would appoint no Clergyman with- 
out consulting the wishes of the congrega- 
tion, nor was it atated at the Vestry that the 
Bishop had violated that understanding. 

The patronage was given to the Bishop by. 
the Synod without any condition whatever— 
the Bishop stating at the time that he would 
not accept a divided responsibility—would 
not accept of {t if bound to consult with any 
one, but at the same timo the Bishop did, in 
substance, say, the exact words I cannot give 
that he would not make any appointment 
where he knew the congregation had a dis- 
like to the Clergyman ; and ona subsequent 
occasion he did say: “The Diocese at large 
“ knows that I am over disposed to Maten res- 
“pectfully to the reasonable wishes of Cop- 
“ grogations on any subject, more especially 
“on the important one of the appointment of 
“their Pastors/’ Theretore, the congregation 
of St. Thomas’ do not, for a moment, dispute 
the right of the Bishop to appoint, but com- 
plain of the hasty way in which the vacancy 
was to be filled, without allowing the Con- 
gregation time to make known its wishes,and 
without any communication from the Bishop 
himself, as to who he proposed to bestow the 
Rectory on. The living was offered to the 
Venerable Archdeacon Patton for his accept= 
ance, and he very properly came here to 
aacertain trom the parishioners how far dis 
appointment would be nccoptable—the two 
lettora from the Archdeacon will explain:

During this season of tho year 
the disease will epreaa with alarming rapidity 
if steps be not taken to check its progress’ A 
hospital specially for patients suffering from 
contagious and Infectious diseases must be 
established somewhere abont the olty, and the 
sooner the better.

“Little grain fas been raged in many 
Portions of San Joaquin Valley during the 
past two yeare, and io many localities dur- 
1ng that period the crops haye beén a total 
failure. This hasbeen the result in all that 
part of the valley Tying west of the San 
Joaquin river, from Gfayson as far west aa 
MooregarBibe. The farmers there have 
raised mothing for two scasons. Many of 
them were poor two years ago. What must 
be their condition to-day t~ Wehnve it~ 
Tropa retiable source: that many familica 
on the west erde of the river’baveslived for 
weeks) on ground equirrels, and that anch 
an article as bread has not been seen ip 
their houses for many days. Other families 
liave subsisted wholly on boiled barley. 
This will sound strange to the people of 
Stockton, butitis true, The direst want 
prevails within ten miles of the city. A 
day or two ago, I. M. Hubbard, « Superin- 
tendeat on the Valley Railroad, had occas. 
jon toypags through the yalley on the west 
side of the river. He stopped at a house 
near Moore's Landing, and on entering, 
fotind a woman and several children—one 
an infant. It was sick, and the mother said 
she feared it would die, ag they had noth- 
ing to eat, and she could not give it suate- 
nance, They were destitute. Hubbard 
feared the woman would not accept a gift, 
and so he said he bad nothing to give, but 
that he would lend her fifty dollars which 
she could use to purchase food, and when 
able, repay him. Others in that part of the 
valley are equally destitute. One ae ae 
rowéd a wagun with which to go to Liver— 
more, and see if he could purchase food for 
bis family. He said he could obtain noth-

able means an object so much demred and 
one which believe will greatly benefit both 
Town and County. 

I understand the meeting called for the 
15th at Tweed {is to endeavor to obtain the 
consent of the ratepayers of Hungefford to a 
bonus for a road to be built ou m narrow 
gauge of three feet and a half, which for all 
practical purposes would answer for some 
time to comy, and could be built ata much 
less sum per mile than « wide gauge like thé 
Grand Junction, 


Now, Sir, I am prepared to give this nar< 
Tow gauge road a fair support. I have 
always been in favor of the route by the 
valley of the,Moirn, as it would be the means 
of utilizing its water power for manufactur 
ing purposes, while without a railway it 
must lie dormant instead of being a source of 
wealth to the country. 

The road might connect with the Grand 
Jufction at Smithville, and then branch off 
to Latta’s Mills, following the Moira to Stoco — 
Lake, then to Tweed and Bridgewater, golng 
northward to Madawaska and west to Madoc — 
and Marmorn, and if necessary to Blairton 
the iron ore beds. By laying down a third 
rail on the Grand Junction, from where the 
two roads meot, into Belleville, the Junction — 
would soswer both roads; and by grading 
the road from Bridgewater to Madoc and 
Marmora of the same width of the Carleton 
Place Road, so as to run their trains over 
that part of the road #0 soon as built, of 
which there is not adoubt thatit willbe at 
an early day ; it would be easy torun both 
the broad and narrow gauge on the same e 
track from Bridgewater to Madoc and Mar - 
mora. 

By this means Beljeville would have two 
lines of Railways connecting with Georgian 
Bay, Madawaska.and Ottawa, through to 
Montreal and Quebec, The Madawaska Road ; 
would connect with the Canada Central, and 
Belleville would soon become a city, while 
the whole County would receive the benefit 
of an increase in trade ag wellasa riso in the 
value of property. 

Either project is worthy of consideration, 
not only by the County and the Townshipa, 


but by Belleville also.

of $9,000,000. Most of this timber came 
from Austria. France requires every year 
1,500,000,000 cubic feet of oak timber tor 
Wihe caaks, 600,000 for her fleet, 150,000 
for railway cars, and 750,000 for building 
purposes. In 1826 oak staves were worth 
six cents each of our money; in 1866 they 
were worth fourteen cents each. In 1826 
the total yalue of imported stayes was 
$4,000,000 ; to-day the total value was 
$80,000,000, A similar increase in the im- 
portation of oak forthe next thirty years 
wonld probably double the present price. 

When Cwsar marched into Gaul he found 
its surface covered with 
forests ; now the forests cover but one~ 
seventh of its surface, France, alter losing 
Alsace and Lorraine, 135,000,000 of acres, 
ot which 20,000,000 are covered with foreata. 
Of these timber lands, the state, the com- 
mune and publio institutions own 7,500,000 
acres, the remainder belonging to private 
persons. M.. Thiers, ina speech made in 
the Corps Legislatifl last year, said there 
was danger that timber for building purposes 
would disappear, and urged that no state 
forests should be sold. 

In Norway the Central Administration of 
Forests declares that it is necessary to stop 
the cutting downof timber, Norway, 
Sweden and Englind not only furnish pine 
wood to England and the European coun- 
tries on the Atlantic, but to Rio and Aus- 
tralian. Their exports of timber hayo 
doubled during the Inst ten years, while 
the local consumption is five times that of 


two-thirds of 


France. 

In Funnce, sinco the time of Colbert in 
1669, no oak has been felled until full- 
grown, that is, until within thirty years of 
its probable decay, This rule was con- 
firmed by the law of August, 18% Noar 
the end of the last century the Forest laws 
were changed, excopiing this protection 
for onks, Up to that time the production 
excecded the consumption; but since then 
speculation bas arisen, and the tall trees 
have been cut down, In the Commune 
forests the destruction las been slower, 
although tho valuable trees are disappear- 
ing. Oaks of nine feet in clroumference 
abounded an the state forests at tho begin= 
ning of the preacnt century. Now they are 
rarely found. Tho consumption of oak 
timber in France bas doubled during the 
Jnwt fifty years. To 1866 $50,000,000 worth

Tus Oyster TraDE.—The oyster dealers 
of Fair Haven, Conn., who supply a great 
portion of the New England trade, lave 
raised their wholesale price from $1 90 to 
$1.50 a gallon, because the oystera are 
not so good now as they were last season. 
It is a singular fact that the poorer the 
oysters are the higher is the price demanded 
for them ; and yet the matter has a very 
slmple explanation. Large and fat oysters 
cost no more to take from their beds and 
open than small ones; while it takes fewer 
of them to make a gallon. Last year they 
were large and fat, and two bushels in the 
shell would make a gallon when opened, 
This year they are lean, though of good 
quality otherwise, and it requires three 
bushele in the shell to make a gallon of 
“shucked” oysters. There are about 
forty wholesale dealers in Fair Haven, and 
some 15,000 bushels of the bivalves are 
opened there daily,

A despateh from Cincinnati,Nov, 9,says* 
_ & passenger train of the Cincinnati, In- 
‘tianapolis and Junction Railway was 
thrown from the track by a cow at East 
Liberty, Ind., this afternoon, wrecking the 
vngine, tender, baggage ancl passenger car, 
and Pallman’s sleeping car, Ten persons 
are reported seriously injured. The train 
was terribly wrecked, and itis surprisimg 
thatno one was killed, No blame is 
attached to those in chargé of the train. 

Toformation hasbeen received by the 

Adjatant General as to the progress of the 
Rod River expedition, The troops reached 
Lakw Shebandowan in five days from Col- 
lingwood, They marched from Prince 
Arthur's Landing to Shebandowan, forty.- 
five miles, in two days, doing the first day 
twenty-five miles, Some of them were 
despatched by boats the next morning, 
They left in parties of twenty five. On 
the height of land snow was found to the 
depth of six inches. In one of the small 
lukes ice three quarters of an inch thick 
lind to be cut for some miles, The men 
posbed on with great energy, working as 
lite aa 11 o'clock at night, The expedition 
hod reached Portage Deux Rivieres,on the 
1st instant, about 120 miles from Thunder 
Bay. Arrangements have been made to 
carry the troops,on their arrival at the 
North-west angle, to Fort Garry, which 
point they are now supposed to have 
reached. 

Atthe Lord Mayor's banquet yesterday 
Mr, Gladstone delivered tho following 
specch: Mr. Gladstone, replying to the 
toast to Her Majesty's Government, said 
he was thankful to be able to state that at 
the present moment England bad actually 
no quarrel, feud, or controversy with a 
foreign power anywhere on the wide space 
of the globe. England's place in Europe 
was that of one among many sisters, insep- 
arable from the European tamily; but he 
was glad that her peculiar position re- 
moved her from the risks of European 
dissensions, Peace was never so certain as 
now, He believed that the sentiments of 
friendship and attachment which had been 
expressed by the Minster of the United 
States on the part of the American people 
for their brothers in Great Britain were 
universally felt in the breasts of both 
nations, “sWhen,” ssid Mr, Gladstone 
with much earnestness, “the American 
Minister spoke of the relief of Chicago, the 
heart of this great hall answered him. 
America has been equally ready to pour 
out ber treasures for our relief.” (Prolonged 
cheering.) “ The treaty of Washington,” 
he continued, “Not only obviated future 
controversies, it was an extension of that 
interoal code which was the most remark- 
able of the triumphs of modern civilization 
and might possibly inaugurate the peacefal 
arbitration of all disputes among vations,” 
The Premier concluded by declaring that 
England had little to fear from internal 
troubles, and that the international society,

Lecture on British Oolumbia. 


The sudience at the Rev. Mr. Robson's 
lecture on this subject Inst evening was not 
vory large, but was intelligent and apprecia- 
tive. Thos, Holden, Esq., Mayor, occupied 
the chair, After prayer by the Rey, Mr, 
Brethour, the Rey, lecturer commenced by 
remarking that we all must have a deep 
interest in British Columbia, as, willing or 
unwilling, we must bear the expenso of its 
government, and proceeded to narrate how 
it was discovered and settled, being first 
descried by Captain Cook from the Pacific, 
and explored by the traveller Mackenzie 
from the north-east, It was occupied by 
them in the name of England, and, with a 
hort interruption by the Spanish, has been 
under English rule up to the present. Wash- 
ington territory and the State of Oregon were 
originally ours ia the same way, but being 
disputed by the Americans, a well-known 
trivial incident made it regarded as worthless 
and given to our neighbors, Information a§ 
to the country was not to be gained in books 
—he knew little of it until he went there, 
and prominent speakers on both sides in our 
Parliament had frankly confessed their ignor- 
ance on the subject. When he went in 1858 
the population was 35,000—owing to a rush 
to California this had decreased, and it was 
now 10,000 whites, 2,000 Chinese and 18,000 
Indians. These figures are as near the truth 
as it is possible to obtain, When the census 
was attempted to be taken among the Indians 
they thought it was to ascertain how much 
powder and shot it would require to kill them 
all, and bullets whistled about the census- 
taker’s head. In applying for admission into 
the Dominion the population had been repre- 
sented as 120,000, that being the ratio of 
their revenue as compared with the other 
Provinces—this was since reduced to 60,000, 
and is still twice the real number, The 
revenue in 1868 was $585,000, in 1870 $537,~ 
000, the falling off, which had been habitua 
since 1863, belng accounted for in the lessen- 
ing of population and in the fact that home 
manufacture was increasing. But though 
the population was so small there was room 
for many millions. The principal feature in 
the scenery was the mountains, and with 
lofty peaks, jutting crags andsteep gorges 
and ravines, it had a bold grandeur and 
variety not to be met with in a level country 
like this. He depicted in glowing language 
& sunrise acene among the snowy peaks, and 
related adventures of his own in these wild 
fastnesses. Road-making was in consequence 
difficult, though there was a macadamized 
road from the sea coast over the mountains 
to the gold region. Though so much was 
mountainous, howeyer, there was plenty of 
good land, and his brother-in-law, who was 
engaged on the railway survey, wrote that 
one could have no idea of the vast expanses 
of arable land in the valleys on the route, 
The disputed island Of San Juan was only 
Valuable as « military stronghold, being the 
key to the navigation of the Fraser River and 
the Gulf of Georgia, and could be of no use to 
the Americans except to harass usin the eyent 
of war. The authorized map recentlydiscovered 
he regarded as a confession of the validity of 
of our claims, The principal river was the 
Fraser, which was 1,000 miles long, though 
with a tortuous course. A peculiar feature 
of rivers there was that they rose in 
the dry season, and fell when ours 
would rise, as they were fed by the snow on 
the mountains. Another large stream was 
Columbia River,part of which was in Oregon 
State. Many were the lakes among the 
mountains, and for beauty of scenery they 
were unrivalled in the world, and would yet 
be the resort of tourists from everywhere, 
As toclimate there was a great Variety ; 
one, indeed, could have whatever climate he 
chose, He had been sweltering under 104° 
with snow anda frozen waste in full view on 
the heights above. This, however, was in 
an exceptional situation, and at the naval 
station the temperature was found to be from 
10° to 85°, which was about the average 
throughout the country.

us much of the useful and as little of the 
useless, a8 much ability and as little in- 
ability,as possible. Then the great queation 
is what will render us most useful; I answer, 
good organization in our schools and good 
discipline, ? 


ItI were asked to day why are some 
teachers successful while others are unsue- 
cessfulf why are some teachers popular, 
while others are unpopular? why aresome 
teachers sought after while others are re- 
jected? why are some teachers eminently 
useful, while others are eminently useless, 
or worse than uscless? I would answer 
the successful teacher is mot suc- 


cessful because he is a good writer, for 
the unsuccessful one may be a g . 
too, neither is it because he is well qui 


to teach the other subjecta taught in our 
schools, tor the unsuccessful teacher may

The statement published by the Toronto 
Telegraph the other day respecting the forth- 
coming census returns will have somewhat 
prepared the public for the figures which 
we are enabled to publish to-day by tele- 
gram from Ottawa. In spesking of the 
growth of our towns and cities and whole 
country, in fact, 1t has been toomuoh the 
practice tooyerestimate the figures, We 
have caught a little of the same spirit of 
brag which 1s a distinguishing charac- 
teristic of our neighbors, and have fallen 
into the same errors which are chargeable 
against ther in estimating the population 
of the country. They boasted of an inorease 
of several millions, and were somewhat as- 
tonished to find the reality vastly below the 
mark. We haye fallen into ths same mis 
take, and instead of Canada increasing a 
million in population within the lagt ten 
years, which had been again and again 
predicted, we find the incréase to be only 
395,265. This is notas much ofan in- 
crease as Was expected the returns would 
show Ontarioalone, Nova Scotiahas 
increased in population in q greater ratio 
than any of the other Proyinces, the per 
centage being 17.21 for the ten years. On- 
tario comes next, being 10.09 ; New Bruns- 
wick, 18,38 ; and Quebeo being the loweat, 
7.18.

Some do not re- 
ceive as much benefit as they ought,becauso 
they do not announce the éruth, They tell 
of immense bargains of certaingoods for 
cortain prices, and when a rush is made to 
their emporium, tho public 1s deoeived, 
and they are never trusted again, Coufi- 
dence is lost, for such “chickens come 
home to roost.” .‘The honest tradesman, 
who never promises but what he intends to 
fulfil, can expend no money more profitably 
and with surer returns than to the publisher. 
Patent Medicine vendors know that,and have 
made thereby colossal fortunes. Helmbold 
or Ayer think nothing of giving such a 
paper asthe New York Zribune tens of 
thousands of dollars every year for adver- 
tising, and by it they bave reaped rich 
harvests. Experience tells ua of its benefits, 
and we would like to see the man or firm 
who was ever ruined by an honest use of 
printers’ ink. Such a specimen would be 
a rarity indeed. An old fogy may keep a 
business up without it, but he scarcely ever 
increases bis business without 1t, if business 
men about fim only use thia lever to out~ _ 
strip. It bas been well said a man may 
wink 9¢ vigorously as be pleases in the 
dark, but nobody Knows of it except him- 
sell.”

We know the Government has supported 
and encouraged those movements, got up 
and encouraged by men of political energy 
and profound patriotic sagacity. But we 
must baye more than one Exhibition in the 
year to awaken an iaterest in the farmer, 
and that one thing needed 1s an Agricul- 
tural College, where our young and rising 
population can be instructed in the arts 
and principles of the great calling by which 
they live and by which all classes are daily 
supported. _ Young as well as old learn here 
how to do better, and apply science to 
their chosen calling. 

In agriculture a system of uniformity is 
more necessary than in any other profession, 
There are established rules for the Churcb, 
Medical Faculty, Bar and the Senate; but 
Agriculture after all, alone, is like a ship 
without a compass, tossed about by every 
individual opinion, without being relieved 
or brought to perfection, Times have and 
will change,and so our soil. Let us change 
with them. Science has given us railroads, 
telegraphs both terrestrial and submarine, 
and machinery ot all kinds, Therefore let 
us apply science to agricultural pursuits, 
stady the soils and their crops, and by 
these means we shall become benefactors of 
mankind by raising two blades of grass 
where formerly in our ignorant condition 
we only raised one, Agriculture is moving 
onward everywhere, Europe as well as 
our neighbors are watching with interest 
and favor the cultiyation of the soil, and 
all ranks from the highest to the lowest 
are hastening and uniting to foster agricul- 
tural progress; and so let it be with us, 
Let us establish an Agrigcultural College, 
an experimental farm, where everybody 
can see the benefits of scientific knowledge 
applied to agriculture; then, aftera few 
years’ instraction in the Agricultural Col 

lege, when students retire to their respec: 
tive farms in different sections of the 
country, the country, enriched by the 
knowledge, experience and example of 
those men, will reap a plenteous and abun- 
dant baryest, In fact, the time is not far 
distant when universal agricultural educa- 
tion will be necessary, especially tor rural 
districts.

After the usual routine business was dis- 
posed of, the President introduced Prof- 
McGann, of the Deaf and Dumb Institute 
who, on the motion of Prot, Macoun, seconded 
by Mr. Squier, was elected an honorary 
member of the Association, The Professor, 
in an eloquent speech, alluded to his connec- 
Hon with the Institute, and said he would 
take.the present opportunity to correct an er- 
Toneous impression that prevailed to some 
extent throughout the country, which was 
thatthe Government had not dealt fairly 
with him, considering the amount of interest 
he had taken in the deaf and dumb of the 
Province, but that he ought to have been 
appointed Principal of the Institute. He, 
however, wished {t distinctly understood that 

he had been offered that position but had 
declined it, through mere love to the profes~ 
Sion, believing, had he accepted it, his use- 
fulness as a teacher would have been clrceum- 
scribed. He concluded with a eulogium on 

Dr. Ryerson, stating that he was in every 
Tespect the teacher's friend. 

Several other teachers who had not attend- 
ed'the previous session of the association, were 
received a8 members, prominent among whom 
were Mr. Kellogg, of Wallbridge, and Mr, 
Munn, Trenton, 

A discussion was introduced by Professor 
Macoun on the definition of the word “Teach- 
ing,’ and under this head the different meth- 
ods of teaching were discussed, the general 
opinion being that all teaching, as far as 
practicable, should be inductive. The Presi~ 
dent, Prof. McGann, Mr, Irwin and others, 
took part in the discussion. 

The President introdaced the further con- 
sideration of the Limit Table, showing its 
superiority over the old Limit Table,and how 
admirably it was adapted tomeet the present 
requirements, The Inspector also stated that 
all the schools he had visited since vacation 
he had invariably classified according to tr, 
and that in those schools in which ithad been 
introduced it worked admirably,and he hoped 
that the schools of South Hastings would 
son all be working by it. 

A discussion on its merits followed, when 
it was moved by Prof. Macoun, seconded by — 
Mr, Osborne, That we, the teachers of South 
Hastings, in convention assembled, do hereby 
express our high approval of the ‘Limit 
Table,’ for the use and benefit of the Public 
Schools of the Province, as conducive to the 
best interests of our system of education, and 
productive of boneficial advantages to the 
teacher jn the faithful discharge of his oner— 
ous duties.—Carried. 

Mr Sprague, of Smithville, explained his 
method of teaching the first part of the first 
book, This method was objected to by Prof. 
McGann and Mr, Huntley, upon which an 
animated and lengthened discussion of the 
merits of the different systems of teaching 
followed, in which nearly all the teachers 
present took part ; proving most conclusively

The Atlantic Cable 


The New York Sun says that the British 
Government have nearly concluded the ne- 
gotiations forthe purchase of the Atlantic 
Telegraph Cable. As confirmation, it is 
said that p syndicate of London capitalists 
has lately paid $25,000 for the privilege of 
purchasing within ninety days, and at 
ninety cents on a dollar, $2,500,000 of the 
stock of the New York and Newfoundland 
Telegraph Company’s wires, which form 
an extensive connection between the west- 
ern end of the Atlantic cable and the tele- 
graph system of the United States. Of 
course, if the syndicate pays 90 conta on 
the dollur for the stock of the Newfound 
land Company, they expect to get from 
the British Government a higher price for 
it. It is anid that this price will not ma- 
terlally differ from that paid for the stock 
ofthe Atlantic Cable Company. The en- 
tire purchase will probably coat the Goy- 
ernment $12,000,000, gold, by the time it 
is completed.

Our Paris Letter. 


(From our on Correspondent.) 


Panis, Noy. 4. 
The Commune, like the poor, promises 
» be always with us, and the treatment of 
16 prisoners is becoming w vast question 
f party. The slowness with which the 
heurgents are being tried is unanimously 
ondemned—since their arrest in May Jast 
there are prisoners who have not yet been 
| preliminarily examined. This largely 
results from thé difficulties of identification, 
But men ought not to be kept in durance 
vile indefinitely. The general desire is to 
pardon the dupes of the Jate Commune 
—secure the agents and the 
liberated gaol birds. Cavaignac so acted 
with his prisoners after the June, 1848, 
insurrection—he said they were all guilty, 
and set them at liberty. Bat murdering 
hostages and burning the capital did not 
enter into the programme of that rising. 
The extreme republican press, headed by 
Victor Hugo, rather peremptorily insist on 
an amnesty, The jouroals of order call for 
the application of the law—stern justice, if 
society is to be preserved, The contest is 
getting so exciting that many newspapers 
keep permanently in * fat type” the names 
of the victims of the Commune and the 
edifices burncd—nnd threaten M. Thiers 
with something like annihilation af bis 
“clemency” or bis “ moderation” mean the 
setting aside the findings of the Courts 
Martial. The other threaten him 
with a going down to history with a Cain 
mark if he executes not justice but revenge. 
The Bonupartists side with the latter party 
because it is calculated to give most 
trouble, and a general amnesty is one of 
the many bids for an imperial retarn.

The President does not appear terrified. 
He keeps the even tenor of his way,relying 
upon the support of the law-loving portion 
of the nation, He rises at six o’olock, and 
receives visitors till eight—then he takes 
his first breskfast--a cup of coffee and a 
sea biscuit. Occasionally he makes around 
of the public offices to see that every civil 
servant is doing his duty. He’ writes till 
eleven, alone or with his private Secretary. 
Breakfast succeeds, as frugal as when he 
Was ustudent. At twelve o'clock commence 
the reception of Ambassadors, the ministers, 
attending councils, or visits to the flying 
camps, as far as six. He promenades in the 
gardens, or the palace,with intimate friends 
till seven, then he enjoys his siesta till 
eight, before dinner, when this repast takes 
place, and unless there are guests to share 
it, it isas plain as the dejeuner and more 
rapidly despatched. His cuisine is not 
famous, and so far resembles the Emperor's, 
After dinner, Madame Thiers rolls an arm 
chair to the chimney corner and remains 
queen for the eveuing. She isa charming — 
talker—excells in that peculiarly French 
and agreeable art—conversation. The 
subjects touched upon, include politics, 
literature and poetry. Historians and pbil- 
osophers pass in review, de Vigny succeeds 
Cornenlle, Elegant nothings are discouraged — 
—but then the guests are serious and gen- 
erally includes the intellect of France. 


Tt will not be for want of plans that France 
will fail to be regenerated. Up to the pre- 
sent all that has been done for the promo- 
tion of this end is to compel the colleagues 
to give geographical instruction, and to 
sacrifice a little, the dead to the living 
languages, Obligatory national education 
is sdyocated by many, but on condition 
thatit shall be secular—on the contrary say 
others, it must be religious if the people are 
to be made moral, One eminent man con- 
siders strong doses of political economy a 
perpect cure; not a few recommeud 
thateuperior and secondary education should 
be more Jooked after than primary. It is 
the middle and upper classes that are in 
want of reformation~it is their short com= 
ings and bad®examples that infect the 
lowést stratum, Public lectures are sug- 
gested, but these in France haye never 
attracted the “working men,” many come to 
scofl and none remained to pray. Romo 
not saved inher decadence by the 
moral dissertations of her rhetoricians, nor 
declining Greece by the philosophical spo~ 
culations of her schools, The circulation of 
cheap and Lealthy literature has been pro- 
posed ; itis wbundant enough already—all 
it requires aa readers, Few of the Commu 
nists but could read und write a little, but 
their feasts of reason were made on the 
socialistic press, and at this moment the 
most highly peppered romances constitute 
the prized dishes among, not the poorer— 
but the easy classed also, Workmen are 
forming auti-sooil clabs—thess only lack 
members Where education must 
commence, is in the family—where the 
State oanpot reach; and since ideas circa ~ 
late from the higher to the lower classes 
the former ought to be supplied with what 
is moat healthy. In the lycces the tendonoy 
1s to weluct such portions of Latin history aa 
ato stained with Jacobinism—to reproduce 
and emulate the ideas and tendencies of an 
extinct people, Three-fourths of the evile

Saved by a Litthe Kindness, 


A correspondent of a western paper de- 
scribes the followiog scene at one of the 
Tremont Temple meetings of the Young

‘Ell tell you how it was, I found myself 
after dark at the door of one of the depots 
of the horse cars, I was cold and wet, lor 
it was a rainy night, and I went to the cer 
shed aod Jaid down, A mun came along 
av(l kicked me on the shoulder, and said, 
*Gut up nud get out of this.’ I got up 
and went outinto the storm, and came 
along up as far as Scolley’s building, a 
building that has opeu stairways runving 
down to the pavement. 

“I went in theré to lie down; a police 
officer tapped me on the head with his 
mall. ‘Out of this,’ be said; “you can’t 
stay here.’ 

‘*T went into the storm again, and came 
up along by this building, where the rooms 
of the Young Men's Cbristian Association 
are. The door was open, the light was 
shining On the floor, and I thought that it 
looked’ warm, so I ventured in and laid 
down tliere. 

“Tell asleep, but was awakened by that 
man (pointing to the young mun again), 
who came to me as he was going round to 
close up the building, uod spoke kindly to 
me, and said, ‘Get up aud come up stairs,

I wanted 
to thank God that He had sent an angel 
to anve my life and snatch me from eternal 
death. 

“L wanted to hear him pray. He did 
pray. He prayed for me, that God would 
forgive me and help me to leave off drunk- 
enness. This wastoo much, Alter doing 
so much tor me, to go to God and ask Him 
to forgive me—that was too much ; it 
broke me down. I, prayed too, I said, 
Lord, forgive me, and L will never drink 
any more, And the Lord did forgive me 
—right there, I telt.it. T felt in my soul 
an utter hatred to anything under the name 
of liquor. I could uot drink now if it wae 
offered me, The thought of it sickens mo. 

“This man has found me a placo to 
work, ani Iam a happy man, forT feel

Hailroad Meeting at Tweed, 
(Reported for the Intelligencer.) 


An adjourned meeting of the rate-payers 
of the Township of Hungerford was held 
in the Town Hall, Tweed, on the 23rd 
November, to take into consideration the 
advisability of granting a bonus toa narrow 
Guage railroad running from the town of 
Belleville to some place in the rear of the 
County of Hastings, via the yalley ot the 
‘Moira, taking in its route the viNages of 
Tweed, Bridgewater and Madoc, 

The Reeve, James Rep, Esq., occupied 
the chair, and stated the reasons for con- 
yening the meeting, and called upon the 
Hon. Billa Flint to address the meeting. 

Hon. Mr. Furr advised the running of 
the road upon the Grand Junction track as 
far as Smithville or some point near that, 
snd thence to the village of Plainfield, 
following then tue valley of the Moira into 
the rearof the Couuaty. He urged strongly 
Upon the farmers the benefits to be derived 
froma railroad running from the front 
through the Township, and explained that 
the grant given to the Grand Juocfion 
Railroad was found to be compulsory upon 
the Oounty Council, and they might far 
better givo what money they did than to 
be compelled to not only take the $50,000 
in stock, but also to pay the costs of a suit 
in chancery, 

4. F. Woop, Esq., Warden, followed, 

and explained to the meeting that the 
taking of tho $50,000 in stock by the 
County Council was to this proposed 
scheme, should it go on, a saving of at 
Teast $200,000 in the use of the six miles of 
the Grand Junction track, and also in the 
use of their warebouses and docks, He 
strongly adyised the farmers to enter heart- 
ily into the scheme and shove it to a suc- 
Ceasful issue, urging that low taxation was 
not always a sign of Prosperity, and citing 
the County of Prince Edward as An cxam- 
ple.

John Fowler and Railways. 


The Peterberough Review does not seem 

to bave a very exalted opinion of John 

Fowler, the man who is good at promising 

to build railways in short spaces of time, 

As an illustration, the Review of the 24th 

Noy. asks, very pertinently, the following 

qnestion ; 

“Tt it pald the Midland Rallfray Company to 
pay $17,000 in order to buy off the Cobourg 
Road from carrying Peterborough frelght to 
Harwood, and thence to the Locks by the 
Maggie Hales, and then by carts into town, for 
one year—how much will that Company be 
likely fo pay Messrs, Fowler & Dumble to prevent 
competition for two years, not only from Peter- 
borough, but also from Bridgenorth and Bob- 
caygeon ? 

“Mr, Fowler himself admits that his adyo- 
cacy of these rallway projects means money, s@ 
far aa he is concerned, That belng the case, we 
should like to kaow what js to prevent him 
uniting with tho Midland Railway, provided 
that Company should offerhim ** better terma’’ 
than elther the Cobourg, Bellevillo, or Trenton 
people? And should anything of that kind 
“turn up ''—and everything Is possible among 
rallway men—how nicely we would™have se- 
cured a second outlet,” 

At a meeting of the Town Council of 
Peterborough last week, some amendments 
were proposed to the By-Law offering an 
additional $40,000 in aid of the Peterboro’ 
and Bobcaygeon Road. One of which was 
to compel Mr, Fowler, in case he should 
build it, to allow other Companies to use 
it. This was objected to by the partizans 
of Mr, Fowler, one of whom declared that 
Mr. Dumble, Mr. Fowler's Engincer, had 
told bim such a provision would prevent 
the sale of the bonds. This should be suf« 
ficient to shew the people of Peterborough 
that these gentlemen are playing a game to 
be bought off. The most thoughtless among 
them must know that the greater the busi- 
ness done by the Road when built, the bet~ 
ter will it pay, and consequently the easier 
would it be to sell the bonds of the Road, 
and the better security would there be for 
the Peterborough Debentures in the money

Census of the United States, 


The advance sheets of the census furnish 
some interesting but melancholy statistics 
with reference to the number and where- 
abouts of the blind, deaf and dumb, idiotic 
and insane in the United States. From the 
relurns it appears that there are 20,320 
blind persons in this country, of whom 
11,843 are males, and 16,966 are whites, 
The aggregate number of blind in the 
State of New York 1s 2,218, In the United 
States there are 141 blind persons who 
have lived more than a century. Of those 
who are deaf and dumb the census reports 
16,205 ; of these 8,916 are males,and 14,907 
are whites. New York furnishes 1,783 of 
this number, From the returns it appears 
that the deat and dumb do not attain to the 
great age that many of the blind secm to 
have reached, The whole number of insane 
persons 18 reported at 37,382;of these 18,174 
are males, and all but 1,822 are whites. 
6,353 of these afflicted persons are found in 
New York State ; of this number 3,207 are 
native Americans, Only 7 centenarians are 
found among the insane in this country. 
The census puts tho number of idiots at 
24,527, of whom 14,485 are males, The 
negroes have a much larger representation 


market.

ISLANDERS — DREADFUL SCENES OF MUR= 


DER BY THE SAVAGES. 

[From the Melbourne Argus, Sept. 8: ) 

The news from the Feji, Sandwich nud 
New Hebrides groups in the South Bea, is 
of a paivful interest this month, several 
more European settlers having fallen vic~ 
tims to native treachery. 

A passenger by the Strathnayer, a labor 
vessel, bas furnished the Feji Zimes with 
an accountof # dreadful massacre in the 
Sandwich Islands, on board the Fanny. 
The Fanny bad anchored at the little 
island of Expeli, ten nights before the 
arrival of the Strathnaver, and bad landed 
some return laborers from Kadavu.Her crew 
consisted of Mr. Bartlett, master; Alick 

(surname unknown), mate; Jem,'s 
seaman; Levi and Sinaquari, Fijians, and 
Tommy,eltber a half-caste or Ocean Island- 
er, and 9 Mau man, Upon the morning 
after the Fanny’s arrival (tho 11th of July) 
a number of natives came to the beach and 
made signals to the vesse| for the crew to 
comeon shore, The master, the Mau mao 
and one Fejian went asbore, and afterward 
took on board seven men, who said they 
wanted to go to Fiji as laborers. Each 
man carried o long-handled tomabawk. 
The ‘master, instead of returning to the 
town, as represented by the” natives, sent 
Jem into the boat with two natives who 
had accompanied bim (the master) and went 
and lay down in his berth, as he had’a bad 
headache, and fell into a doze, Alick und 
two of the crew remaining on deck. 
About noon the captain was sreused by 
cries on deck, and at the same time the 
mate rushed into the cabin, crying ‘ob, 
oh,’ and holding his hands to his jaw,

which was nearly severed from his head. 

Seizing two loaded revolvers, the master 
tried to rush on deck, but Alick pulled him 
back, and the Niuta men having killed 
Tommy, and severely wounded Leyi, who 
fled into the hold, rushed back, and sliding 
the top of the cabin over, stood upon and 
around it, waiting to tomahawk the master 
if he should succeed 1 getting out. Others 
with a heayy American axe, cut the cable, 
and the vessel drifted toward the shore of 
Gunn. The master tried to force the hatch- 
way back, tocut through it with an axe, 
and then twice attempted to blow it up; but 
without avail. As a last desperate effort he 
emptied several pounds of powder upon tho 
cabin table, in hopes to raise the whole deck, 
laid Alick upon the cabin floor, out of the 
way, and staoped witha pistol in hand 
to fire it, when the vessel suddenly heeled 
over to starboard onthe reef. A yell of 
triumph arose from the sayage flends who 
thronged the beach, as they now thought the 
prey was in their hands. She conld be 
fired into from the shore at adistance of 
thirty yards, with security to the natives. 
The master now bound Alick’s jaw, the 
Niuta men keeping up a brisk fire upon the 
vessel until night brought a respite, The 
position of the two men were indeed pitiable, 
their vessel stranded, the crew murdered, 
one of themselyes badly wounded, and 
without a boat, and the shore swarming 
with wretches who thirsted for their lives. 
With morning light came a renewal of hes- 
tilities, the natives again keeping up an 
incessant fire ; occasionally the master had 
an opportunity of replying. 

Night again brought a cessation of hos~ 
tilities, and the two men determined to 
quit the yessel in hopes of getting to the 
mission station, where they expected to get 
some assistance for Alick’s wound. All 
the powder and ammunition was thrown 
into the water, and leaving the trade and 
Tommy’s dead body, they went.on shore, 
They reached the mission station, where 
the teachers were in a great state of fear 
and perplexity, as they were without the 
presence of the white missionary, who was 
away atthe time. They gave Alick water 
with which to bathe his wounds, and then 
provided the two white men with food,that 
they might lie in hiding in the bush, Mean- 
while Jem in the boat had pulled down to 
the town the master had been desired to 
visit. He declined to go ashore, and the 
boat received a volley of musketry. Sina- 
quali was shot through the breast and 
leaped overboard, followed by the Mau 
man, fright, probably swam 
ashore, 
into the water, took him by the wrist and 
begged his life. The last this man knew 
of Jem he remembered iu a confused way 
secing him cut the warp, and endeavor to 
pull from the shore. The firing on the boat 
was kept up after the Mau man was taken 
into the house, Doubtless Jem was wound- 
ed, and the boat being a leaky one had 
probably swamped and drifted away, with 
the currents. Alick was discovered by the 
natives in the’bush and killed, The crew 
of the Strathnaver also tound the body of 
a white man lashed to a pole and buried 
it. The Fanny was subsequently floated 
and Mr. Bartlett proceeded in her to Hay- 


noe barbor to get a crew to bring bier into

The New Wonder Land. 


THE CANON, FALLS AND ORYsERS oP THE 


UPPER YELLOWSTONE. 


Mr. H, W. Elliott, artist of Hayden's ex- 
Ploring expedition, wrote from t 
Fort Ellis, M. 'T., the following description 
of the uéw land of marvels revealed in the 
exploration of tne Upper Yellowstone 
Basin. The expedition left Fort Ellis in 
midsummer,with a pack of train horse: and 
mules, Mr. Elliott says : 
“Soon after we passed over the divide 
and ascended a grass-hill slope, which led 
away gently to the river ahead, we came 
in view of one of the greatest chains of 
lava peaks that can be found op this con- 
tinent. From right to left, as far as the 
eyo could reach, it rested upon a serrted 
front of ragged, pinnacled summits, to 
sharp and keen as shed the snow away 
down upon their torn and rugged flanks, 
leaving the bare rock pointing upward like 
needles, minarets and gothic roofs. The 
soow beneath seemed to depend upon the 
straggling and slanted pines for support, 
while these timber liues in turn fell away 
down the mountain side to grassy benches 
and plateaus, the whole forming one of the 
most perfect pictures of lava upbenval and 
overflow that the world affords. In this 
chain there are 100 peaks that ara over 1L- 
000 feet above the sea,and 6,000 feet above 
theriverand eightor ten that will easily 
reach the attitude of 12,000 or 18.000 feet. 
The valley which cradles the Yellow- 
stone River atthe base of the range is a» 
trifle over 70 miles in length. It 18 well 
Watered, with a most Juxuriant growth of 
bupch grass almost everywhere within it.

the base of a most wonderful hot spring. 

Up here on the rolling, semi-wooded 
slopes of a high mountain, one sees at first 
what appears to be a huge bank of soow, 
coveriog a very large area, with the 
Strange phenomenon of steamy clouds of 
vapor arising from it; approaching nearer, 
it .8 found to be in reality a little moun- 
tain made by precipitation and deposition 
of soda and carbonate of lime, which are 
held in solution by the hut water of the 
springs, which comes up through busaltic 
fissures from some great depth, as the 
water is always at boiling point. The 
deposition of the material. held in solution 
is made in delicate luyers overlapping, and 
in beaded rows, the whole being in appear 
ance not uplike a coral reef. The spring 
in this way is constantly sliutting itself up 
und breaking out ‘afresh in some other 
place not far distant, By this closing up 
and breaking out again of thegprings a 
large area of couatry is covered with their 
deposit, and the spot I am describing 
cannot be less than 500 acres in extent 
over which, here aod there, are thirty or 
forty boiling springs, the depth of the 
precipitation in many places being over 
two hundred feet, The water itself is a 
beautiful blue and transparent to a great 
depth —at Jeast to depths thatseem fathom- 
less and in many places in flowing over 
its deposits of soda and lime it shows tints 
of the most exquisite delicacy, such as 
rose, creamy yellow and faint purple. 


We gave two days to the survey of this 
system of springs and the adjacent country, 
thence proceeded to the mouth of the great 
cannon, three miles above the bead of the 
lower, and camped at the beautiful talls of 
Tower creek. At the junction of this stream 
with the Yellowstone, above and below, 
for a mile or g0, are a number of sulphur 
and sulphuretted|bydrogen springa; while 
high up on the basaltic walls of the cannon 
opposite the yellow stain of “dead” or 
“cold” sulphur springs is very marked: 
The structure of the basaltic column just 
above the staining js very perfect and 
beautifully regular. Rows of pillars, from 
twenty to thirty fect, stand without flaw or 
crack in regular tiers, one above the other, 
The great cannon may be said toend at 
Tower creek and rise at the foot of the 
lower fails, giving ita length of twenty five 
or thirty miles. It isa great basaltic fissure, 
or rather rent, 19 the earth, varying in 
depth from 1,000 to 2,000 feet, along down 
which the river seems delighted to fairly 
whirl, foam and fly, now a blao then a 
snowy mbbon. The work of erosion has

Tortured to Death, 


*CENE IN A SOUTH CAROLINA PRISON. 


A New York paper gives the tollowing : 
Jefferson Brown, a young man about 
eighteen years of age, lett New York 
shortly after the close of the war to go to 
Richmond, where he expected to work at 
his trade as a carpenter. Being unable to 
secure employment at Richmond be moved 
to Spartansburg, 8. C. Here, for a time, 
he succeeded in earning enough to support 
him, but business began to grow dull, work 
failed, and at length be found bimselt 
utterly destitute either of the means to 
return North, or the ability to support 
himself where he was. As he stated on his 
trial, be was driven by mecessity to lawless- 
ness apd was captured in the first attempt 
at petty thieving. He was tried at the 
County seat and sentenced to five years ut 
bard Jabor in the State Penitentiary at 
Columbia, South Carolina, « prison which 
has a national reputation for its filthiness 
and the brutality of ite keepers. For 
nearly two years Brown worked at his 
trade within the walls of the penitentisry, 
quietly and faithfully performing the work 
given bim, hoping by good conduct to 
shorten his term of imprisonment. One 
day about a month ago, however, he ven~ 
tured to remonstrate with the Warden for 
furnishing him with mouldy bread and 
meat #0 putrid that it could not be eaten, 
The Warden replied that it was “too good 
for such # bound,” and ordered two of the 
keepers to place Brown in ‘ the bluck hole,” 
a cell twenty feet under ground, and shot 
off from either light or air, remarking that 
he (Brown) would be hungry enough 
before he got any more food to complain 
about. 

After remaining in the dungeon nearly 
three days without food or water he wus 
taken oat and ordered to return to his 
work, He had been so weakned, however, 
by hunger and the foul air of the loathsome 
cell that he found himself unable to per- 
form his usual task, The Warden accused 
bim of laziness and threateved to Have him 
| punished again. Brown replied that he 
was doing ss much ashe could, and said 
he believed the Warden wanted to murder 
him, * For this offence the Warden ordered. 
the Captaln ot the prison to place Brown 
in the shower bath and * give as much as 
he could stand.” The ‘sbower bath’ fs 
one of the most terrible devices that oruelty 
ever invented. Its construction is very 
simple. A square box a little higher than 
the man’s head, and just oad and deep 
enough for him to stand ineurmounted by a 
reservoir containing water, form the prin 
cipal features of this instrument of torture, 
The upper lid of the box is perforated with 
auger holes, which may be opened or closed 
by means of o string which hangs upon the 
outside of the box. 

‘The prisoner is gagged before being 
placed in the shower bath, his hands and 
feet were strapped to the inside of the box, 
and his chin 1s then placed upon a bar of 
wood, which is put at such a height aa to 
just permit the toes to touch the floor, thua 
the weight resting maloly on tho bar, the 
head ia thrown back and tho face is turned 
up to*receive the descending torrents of 100 
cold water, There is no opporiunity for 
reaistanco—strappod fast and gagged, the 
victim can neithor struggle or cry ont 
against the terrible torture which i# moted 
out atthe disoretion of the brutal keeper. 
Into an instrument of thiv sort Brown was 
placed, in apito of entreaties to bo allowed 
to wait until he had recovered from the 
effecta of his previous punishment. Not 
withatanding hia frantio ptrugglea, he was

Punishment by torture 38 still practiced in 
almost all of our Penitentaries,and although 
many of the dark clouds of cruelty and 
death are buried forever within the prison 
walls, yet enough is known co show that 
the terrible incidents which occasionally 
come to light are not isolated parts, but 
the developement of a system of torture 
practiced constantly and with impunity 
upon those who have been incarcerated for 
offences against the law. Dr, Gibbes, the 
prison surgeon, “thought” that death was 


occasioned by the showerings, but would 
not swear that it was pot owing to the man 
haying been hung with a rope around bis 
neck tor fifteen minutes.

Building. 


| Pio following are a few details respect 
ing the new Market Building proposed to 
be built by the Town Counc) in accordance 
with the Requisition passed at tho last 
meoting of the Council 
| Tho Market house will be composed of 
threo different buildings, all under one roof, 
extending from Front Street 259 feet to- 
wards Pinnacle Street, 
bebind of 90 feet, and nearly in the form of 
a crucifix, the base of which rests on Front

ture built of stories high, 


having a front 


and raised 5 fevt above the surrounding 
level, having a cut stone basement,and will 
be approached byflights of oak stairs. In the 
central portion of the front will be a tower 
rising to the altitude, at the deck roof— 
which is topped by a cast iron cresting and 
weather vanes—of 118 feet. A clock is 
conventently located in this tower at the 
height of 82 feet. The tower, which pro- 
jects G6 feet beyond tho front of the main 
building, bas octageon buttresses, a French 
roof with 4 Louvre windows, and pinnacles 
on the buttresses. The windows on tho 
ground floor are square headed, while those 
on the upper floor have Gothic heads. The 
root is French with dormer windows; the 
string mouldings, hood mouldings, the or- 
namentation on the tower and the chimneys, 
will all be of Portland cement. To this 
building there are 12 entrances, and it is 
traversed throughout by a spacious arcade 
from west to east, intersected near the 
centre by a passage 14 feet wide,containing 
the staircase which lead to the first floor, 
In the basement are the furnace rooms for 
the heating apparatus, and cella for 
prisoners. On the ground floor, in front, 
are located the Treasurer's office and three 
offices for grain buyers; to the rear of the 
Treasurer's office is the Police office, with 
retiring rooms. On the first floor, in the 
rear part, is the Town Hall—a spacious 
room, 50 feet x 70 fect—and in the front, 
on the north side, is the Council Chamber, 
$2 x 42 feet, with a Committee room off it, 
11 x 15 feet. South of this are the Police 
Court, the Town and Police Clerk’s office, 
and Police Magistrate’sroom. The Harbor 
Master will be provided with an office on 
the ground floor, the rear half of which 
will be allotted to hucksters and used as ao 
addition to the Butter Market, if neceseary. 
Immediately in rear of the building just 
described is the Butter Market, a structure 
80 ft. x 100ft. interior measurement, and 14 
stories high, lighted with pediment win- 
dows neatly ornamented. On each side 1s 
an awning 20 ft. wide, which will form a 
covered way for teams laden with produce. 
A sidewalk 8 ft. wide runs outside this 
building the entire length, (covered by the 
awning,) to which the doors open, thus 
affording ample means of Ingress and 
egress to"this most crowded part of our 
Market.
